An alliance of community do-good¬ 
ers has risen to battle sprawl. 

Seventeen community groups 
from all over HRM have joined 
forces under the banner Our HRM 
Alliance to push for sustainable 
growth as council gears up to 
review the Regional Municipal Pan¬ 
ning Strategy later this year. 

They even have a theme song: 
Joel Plaslcett’s Love This Town. 

Representatives publicly 
announced the alliance and 
launched a website during a press 
conference in Halifax yesterday. 

“We really hope the alliance will 
play a key role in making change,” 
said Mark Butler with the Ecology 
Action Centre. “It goes beyond a 
group hug for downtown.” 

Walter Regan with the Sackville 
Rivers Association, said the mega¬ 
developments eating up thousands 
of acres are subsidized by taxpayers. 
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“It’s really an alliance 
of residents and 
community groups 
coming together to 
talk about the future of 
HRM.”

He said developers should have to 
pay for additional services. 

“We have to take control over 
our destiny,” he said. “People aren’t 
getting what they want, they’re tak¬ 
ing what they’re given.” 

Paul MacKinnon with the Down¬ 
town Halifax Business Commission 
said first the residential market 
seeped away from downtown, and 
then it was retail. Now office space 
is high-tailing out of downtown for 
cheaper rents in business parks. 

“It’s an alarm bell,” he said. 

Touching on the health impacts 
of driving cars instead of walking, 
Menna Maclsaac with the Heart and 
Stroke Foundation said sprawl is 
costly. 

Inactivity in HRM costs the 
provincial health care system about 
$16 million a year, she said. 

“There is an obvious link 
between lifestyle and health, and 
that link also exists between one’s 
health and their built-in environ¬ 
ment,” she said.

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Man released on bail in Brandon Hatcher murder 


The fourth person charged 
in relation to the Brandon 
Hatcher murder has been 
released on bail. 

Richard Allen Butler, 41, 
was arrested Tuesday and 
appeared in court yester¬ 
day. Police were looking to 
lay a charge of accessory 
after the fact, but after 
consultations with the 
Crown, determined the 


charge wasn’t justified. 

Butler was arraigned on 
several weapons charges 
and was released on bail 
yesterday. 

Hatcher, 20, was shot on 
Dec. 3, 2010 on Lavender 
Walk in Spryfield. He died 
later in hospital. 

“What it says is often 
people who engage in 
criminal activity have help 


and those people are re¬ 
sponsible for their action 
and our investigation will 
focus on them as well,” 
Halifax Regional Police 
Const. Brian Palmeter said 
regarding the latest arrest 
in the case. 

The murder was anoth¬ 
er violent episode between 
rival drug gangs in Spiy- 
field. Palmeter said they 


hope another arrest in this 
case sends a message, and 
it’s a blow to the drug 
trade. 

“While we’re happy to 
make the arrests and lay 
the charges, we’re hoping 
it will also affect people’s 
quality of life,” he said. 

“We have two rival 
groups involved in the 
drug trade and they’ve 


been fighting with each 
other. We believe there 
were other violent acts in 
that community that were 
associated with that feud.” 

The investigation is still 
ongoing and further 
charges are possible, but 
Palmeter said none are ex¬ 
pected in the foreseeable 
future.

Professor takes on cyberbullying 

O Dalhousie University legal expert will lead the task force tackling the issue 
O The team will hold meetings in every provincial school board over next six months

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The province has chosen 
Dalhousie University law 
professor Wayne MacKay 
to head its task force on 
cyberbullying. 

MacKay, a legal scholar 
and human rights expert, 
will lead a five-person 
team to produce a report 
on cyberbullying. 

“It is a large challenge, 
and obviously an extreme¬ 
ly important issue,” MacK¬ 
ay said. 

“I don’t think anyone 
really expects that we’re 
going to totally solve the 
problem, either in Nova 
Scotia or elsewhere, but 
at least to reduce the 
problem and hopefully 
have some practical solu¬ 
tions.” 

The team includes 
Hammonds Plains-Upper 
Sackville MLA Mat 
Whynott, Department of 
Education guidance con¬ 
sultant Rola AbiHanna,

Wendy McGregor, a par¬ 
ent from Halifax, and 
Brenna Fitzgerald, a 
Grade 12 student from 
New Waterford. 

They’re charged with 
studying the issue over 
the coming seven 
months, and producing a 
report to Education Minis¬ 
ter Ramona Jennex by the 
end of December. 

The issue of cyberbully¬ 
ing appeared in headlines 
after two Nova Scotian 
teenagers committed sui¬ 
cide earlier this year. 

Courtney Brown, 17, of 
Parrsboro, killed herself 
in early April. Jenna Bow- 
ers-Branton, 15, of Truro 
committed suicide in Jan¬ 
uary. The parents of both 


teenagers say the girls 
were bullied online. 

MacKay said he be¬ 
lieves the issue of cyber¬ 
bullying is much more 
prevalent than people 
would think. 

“I think it’s more a case 
of the tip of the iceberg 
situation,” he said. 

“There are tragic inci¬ 
dents ... but (bullying is) 
unfortunately I think 
quite widespread.” 

MacKay said the task 
force will focus on both 
sides of the equation — 
those kids perpetrating 
the bullying, as well as 
those being bullied. In ad¬ 
dition, he’s interested in 
those who see bullying 
online by stand idly by.

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The Department of Educa¬ 
tion is “essentially ignor¬ 
ing” auditor general 
Jacques Lapointe’s recom¬ 
mendations, according to 
his report released last 
week. 

And education is by no 
means alone in low imple¬ 
mentation rates of audit 
recommendations. 

Between 2005 and 2008, 
the Department of Educa¬ 
tion adopted 14 per cent 
of recommendations 
made by the office of the 
auditor general. The De¬ 
partment of Health and 
Wellness came in second, 
with only 36 per cent of 
recommendations adopt¬ 
ed. 

Overall, just over half of 


the auditor general’s rec¬ 
ommendations during 
that time period — 52 per 
cent — have been or are 
being adopted. 

Lapointe said he doesn’t 
think the low rates are ap¬ 
propriate. 

“When we find weak¬ 
nesses in those systems, 
and make recommenda¬ 


tions, if the recommenda¬ 
tions are not put in place, 
then we feel there’s a risk 
to the people, said La¬ 
pointe yesterday. 

“There could be finan¬ 
cial loss to the govern¬ 
ment; there could be 
services that are delivered 
that aren’t delivered as 
well as they should be. So

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Bounty a howling 
success: Minister 

O Coyote encounters became issue in 2009 after woman 
mauled to death in Cape Breton Highlands park 


A bounty on coyotes that 
has paid out more than 
$50,000 to hunters has 
made Nova Scotia safer, 
the province’s natural re¬ 
sources minister said yes¬ 
terday amid criticism that 
the program is a waste of 
public money. 

More than 2,600 coy¬ 
otes were killed during 
the first year of the prog¬ 
ram, about 900 more than 
the year before, the pro¬ 
vincial government said. 

Natural Resources Min¬ 
ister Charlie Parker said 
his department has 
received fewer reports of 
aggressive coyotes since 
the $20-per-pelt bounty 
was put in place last fall. 

He said coyotes are 
growing more fearful of

humans. 

“Our overall objective is 
to make the province safer 
for Nova Scotians and try 
to increase that wariness 
in the coyote population 
so they have less encoun¬ 
ters with people,” he said 


in an interview. 

The Natural Resources 
Department said $52,860 
was paid out for the 2,643 
coyotes that were killed 
from last October to the 
end of the hunting season 
on March 31. There were 
1,736 coyotes killed the 
year before the bounty 
was in place. 

Leo Glavine, natural re¬ 
sources critic for the 
Opposition Liberals, said 
the bounty is a misuse of 
taxpayers’ dollars at a 
time when government 
departments are facing 
budget cuts. 

He also said there’s no 
proof that bounties are an 
effective way of managing 
the animal’s population.

the need to replace much

Kids killed in Syrian crackdown? 

O Opposition group identifies one child who died under “severe torture” 


More than 25 children, 
some of them tortured, 
are among the victims of 
the Syrian government’s 
deadly crackdown on an 
uprising that has killed 
more than 1,000 people 
over the past two months, 
an opposition group said 
yesterday. 

The Local Co-ordination 
Committees in Syria, 
which helps organize the 
protests against President 
Bashar Assad, identified 


the children and the cir¬ 
cumstances of their death. 
Syria has blocked media 
access in the country, 
making it impossible to 
verify the reports inde¬ 
pendently. 

The children ranged in 
age from five to 17. Many 
appeared to have been 
killed in crossfire, such as 
Mahmood Allcadree, 12, 
who was struck by four 
bullets when he went out 
to buy bread for his family 


in the Damascus suburb of 
Douma, the statement 
said. 

The body of 15-year-old 
Ahmad Radwan was found 
in the orchards of the 
coastal town of Banias, 
shot once in the stomach 
and once in the chest. 

Majd Ibrahim Alrfaee, a 
seven-year-old girl from 
the southern province of 
Daraa, died from a gun¬ 
shot to the abdomen, the 
report said. 


The statement said that 
13-year-old Saleh Ahmad 
Allchateeb was kidnapped 
by security forces on April 
29 in Daraa, only to be 
found dead the next day 
“covered with the effects 
of severe torture.” 

Assad appears deter¬ 
mined to crush the revolt, 
which is posing the most 
serious challenge to his 
family’s 40-year ruling dy¬ 
nasty.

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Hacking victims 
blase with Sony 


O Little fallout expected among people O Complaints 
centre on entertainment giant’s communication 


David Campbell found out 
yesterday morning he was 
one of 2,000 Sony Ericsson 
customers from Canada 
whose personal data had 
been stolen and posted on¬ 
line for anyone to see. 

He’s been through a 
case of online fraud before 
and is resigned to the fact 
that information stored on 
the web is at risk. So he 
wasn’t overly concerned to 
learn that his name and 
email were being shared 


by hackers. But he doesn’t 
appreciate that Sony didn’t 
alert him to the latest secu¬ 
rity breach to hit the enter¬ 
tainment giant. 

“I guess (the data breach) 
is disappointing but in this 
modern day you’d probably 
be a little foolish to think 
that anything’s safe,” said 
Campbell, who works with 
the Stratford Shakespeare 
Festival. 

Sony has been hit with a 
number of hacker attacks 


in recent weeks, the most 
notable coming last month 
and affecting more than 
100 million accounts of 
PlayStation Network and 
Qriocity users. Names, birth 
dates, email addresses and 
log-ins were compromised. 

The company said in a 
statement issued yesterday 
that hackers on Sony Erics¬ 
son’s Canadian site only ac¬ 
cessed email addresses and 
encrypted passwords.

Post office 
won’t shut 
this week 

Canada Post said yester¬ 
day there is enough 
time to negotiate a “fair 
and reasonable” settle¬ 
ment with postal work¬ 
ers since there’s no 
potential for a strike 
this week. 

Both sides were back 
at the table yesterday to 
continue negotiations 
aimed avoiding a labour 
disruption. 

“With no potential 
for a strike this week, 
there is plenty of time 
to negotiate a fair and 
reasonable deal,” Cana¬ 
da Post said in a 


statement. 

Under labour laws, 
each side has to give 72 
hours’ notice before be¬ 
ginning a strike or lock¬ 
out. 

Canada Post rejected 
its union’s latest 
contract proposal Tues¬ 
day, saying the offer 
would increase labour 
costs by $1.4 billion but 
then made a counter¬ 
proposal. 

“Even with a contin¬ 
ued decline in mail vol¬ 
umes and a $ 3-billion 
pension solvency 
deficit, Canada Post has 
tabled a competitive 
counter-offer to CUPW 
that gives employees 
better wages and 
protects their pensions 
and job security,” the 
Crown corporation said 
yesterday.

Tim Hortons is hiring — 
Canada’s No. 1 coffee chain 
is looking for a new leader 
after the abrupt departure 
of its CEO. The company an¬ 
nounced yesterday that 
Don Schroeder, 65, no 
longer serves as president 
and CEO after three years at 
the helm and two decades 
as an employee. 

Tim Hortons’ board said 
it believes a change at the 
top at this time is best for 
the company. In the mean¬ 
time, executive chairman 
Paul House, who has previ¬ 
ously held the position of 


president and CEO, will 
take on the role on an inter¬ 
im basis. 

The board said it was al¬ 
ready engaged in compre¬ 
hensive succession 

planning for the CEO posi¬ 
tion as part of its strategic 
planning. 

Tim Hortons did not say 
why Schroeder was leaving 
so suddenly, but Brian 
Yarbrough, a retail analyst 
at Edward Jones in St. Louis, 
believes the fact that it 
could not reach a “transi¬ 
tional arrangement” is key.

I have a stunning secret to re- 
I—I P Q AVQ veal about cars and bicycles: 

They’re controlled by people. 

Weird, huh? It sounds Soy- 
lent Green, but it’s true. If 
you look closely and aren’t 
blinded by anger, you might even see a 
“cyclist” or “driver” yourself. 

This little-lcnown nugget must be 
revealed because I have bought a bicycle. 

I haven’t ridden it yet because the shop is 
adding all the doodads needed in the 
modern urban cycling environment — 
pre-made legal forms, James Bond-style nail strip, basket 
with a flower on the front — but soon I’ll be a cyclist. 

In other words, I’m about to get a new perspective on 
the long-running feud that is Cars vs. Bikes. (Note the 
dehumanifying.) 

What has always amazed me about this conflict is 
that the vast majority of people have both hiked and 
driven cars. Everybody is on both sides. Yet to hear the 
“discussion” you would as¬ 
sume it was two different 
species that only ever con¬ 
tact each other on North 
America’s roadways. 

Why? My theoiy is that 
each group has an Idiot 
Quotient that ends up dom¬ 
inating the discussion; we 
literally remember the hits 
and forget the misses. 

The worst cyclists, for in¬ 
stance, seem to 
compensate for their small 
carbon footprint by taking 
up as much roadway as pos¬ 
sible. They also have a sort 
of persecution complex, 
where they see every open 
car door as an attempt to 

injure. And while I have some tolerance for bikes on 
sidewalks, it’s unacceptable to barrel down a sidewalk 
like Fred Flintstone stuck in his runaway Stoneway 
piano yelling, “Make way!” 

The worst drivers, meanwhile, start complaining 
about The War on the Car if anything slows them down, 
including inertia. Never mind that they can get home 
faster than any human in history. If a Star Trek 
transporter beam existed and a three-minute delay 
could save the Alpha Quadrant, people would rant about 
The War on the Beam and how it’s their right to use the 
fastest, space-time continuum-tearingest transporter 
available. 

So I get it: Some of the anger on both sides is justified. 
But as someone with both a driver’s licence and a bicy¬ 
cle, I say it’s time for a new era.

LONDON. Canada has 
cracked the top 10 in a 
global security 
assessment that ranks 
countries based on how 
peaceful they are. 

The Global Peace 
Index ranked Canada 
eighth out of 153 coun¬ 
tries, a six-spot jump 
over last year. 

The index, produced 
by the Institute for Eco¬ 
nomics and Peace (IEP), 
suggests North America 
overall has improved 
slightly thanks in part to 
Canada’s rise in the rank¬ 
ings. The United States 
was 82nd, compared to 
85th last year. The index 
says if the U.S. reduced 
its violent crime rates to 
that of Canada’s, the U.S. 
economy and its state 
governments could save 
billions of dollars on cor¬ 
rectional services, health 
care and lost tax 
revenue. 

Iceland regained the 
top spot after slipping in 
last year’s index follow¬ 
ing violent 

demonstrations related 
to the collapse of its 
financial system, while 
Libya tumbled 83 spots 
to 143 in the largest drop 
in the index’s history. 

Overall, the index 
found the world is less 
peaceful for the third 
straight year.

A prison workshop in northern 
Mexico where inmates were supposed 
to be learning trades was found to 
contain a bar behind bars — 
complete with beer, vodka, tequila 
and billiard tables.

Oprah Winfrey walked on 
stage for her talk show fi¬ 
nale yesterday to a stand¬ 
ing ovation from her studio 
audience before thanking 
her viewers for watching 
for a quarter of a century. 

“Twenty-five years and 
I’m still saying ‘Thank you 
America,’” Winfrey said. 
“Thank you so much. There 
are no words to match this 
moment.” 

Winfrey told them that 
sometimes she was a 
teacher, but more often her 
viewers taught her. She 
called the episode her “last 
class.” 

The show’s first mo¬ 
ment was a clip of Win¬ 
frey’s first show. She taped 
the last episode of The 


Oprah Winfrey Show on 
Tuesday in Chicago. 

Winfrey was the only 
person on stage with little 
background music and 
very short flashback clips. 

“When she came out, 
her appearance, the way 
she stepped on stage and 
the message she brought 
about finding yourself, 
your purpose,” said audi¬ 
ence member Wanda Nash, 
47, of Chicago, an execu¬ 
tive assistant and foster 
parent. “It was all about 
Oprah.” 

Winfrey kissed and 
hugged her longtime part¬ 
ner, Stedman Graham, and 
made her way through the 
halls of Harpo Studios, say¬ 
ing goodbye to her staff, au¬ 


dience members said. 

Winfrey announced in 
November 2009 that she 
would end her popular talk 
show after 25 years. 

Tuesday’s taping came a 
week after Hollywood’s A- 
list and 13,000 fans bid 
Winfrey farewell during a 
double-episode extravagan¬ 
za at Chicago’s United Cen¬ 
ter. They were just a few of 
the approximately 30,000 
guests on the show over 25 
years. 

The bare-bones final tap¬ 
ing had its share of celebri¬ 
ties in the audience 
including Tyler Periy, 
Maria Shriver, Suze Orman 
and Cicely Tyson, but none 
of them joined Winfrey on

It’s easy to get caught up in the new trends each year, 
and so far 2011 has brought forward a huge change in 
home decor.

These colourful beef fajitas 
are filled with vegetables. 
Set out bowls of lettuce, 
chopped tomato, shredded 
cheese and sour cream and 
let the Tex-Mex fun begin!

You can go on the ride, or 
you can show up without a 
bike and just enjoy the en¬ 
tertainment.” Sim says 
about 4,500 people took 
part in Bike Week last year. 

The HRM Community 
Bike Auction on Saturday 
May 28 will have great deals 
on bicycles while the Open 
Street Party on the North 
Common on May 29 offers 
a chance to tiy out bikes, in¬ 
cluding adapted bikes for 
people with disabilities.

Be safe, not sorry when cycling 


If the energy of Bike Week inspires 
you to hop on the saddle, experts 
suggest taking it easy and putting 
safety first. 

Scott MacPhee, an instructor 
with the Canadian Cycling Associa¬ 
tion's CAN-BIKE program, says it’s 
important to make sure the tires, 
brakes and gears are all in working 
order — and volunteers at Bike 
Again in Halifax’s Bloomfield Cen¬ 
tre can help you. Get yourself a 
good helmet, which is legally re¬ 
quired in Nova Scotia, a white light 
for the front and a red for the 
back. 

“Go slow at first,” MacPhee says. 
“Not necessarily speed-wise, but if 
you’re just getting back on the bike 
... get used to the bike.” 

He suggests starting with short 
trips in a park. “If you fall on the 


grass, it’s a lot easier,” MacPhee 
adds. Work your way up taking 
routes such as the Beechville-Lalce- 
side-Timberlea (BLT) Trail and quiet 
backstreets before the main roads. 

MacPhee urges cyclists to be big 
— so you’re noticed. For example, 
if you’re waiting to turn left, sit in 
the middle of the turning lane so 
cars aren’t tempted to squeeze you 
out. Stay a metre away from the 
curb to avoid debris, sewer grates 
and the “door prize” of people exit¬ 
ing parked cars. 

Cyclists in Nova Scotia will get 
more legal protection as of June 1, 
when motorists will be obliged to 
allow one metre when passing cy¬ 
clists or face a serious fine — espe¬ 
cially if a cyclist is hit. 

Jeff Townley, vice-president of 
touring and trails for Bicycle Nova 


Scotia, says safety is even more im¬ 
portant when children are learning 
to ride. “The biggest thing is not to 
be afraid,” he says. 

Fear can cause over-reaction to 
obstacles, causing more spills. A 
child may even want to take a cou¬ 
ple of planned spills onto a grass 
field. Attach training wheels, but 
don’t leave them on too long, says 
Townley. 

Once the basics of balance are 
working, cut a few tennis balls in 
half and create your own obstacle 
course. “If you do hit them, it’s not 
going to affect the line of the bike 
at all,” Townley says. “Start slow 
and have fun with it.”

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Top Five bike trails 

While there’s a scarcity of designated bicycle lanes in 
Halifax, and the hills can make east-west trips a real 
workout, there are actually a lot of fabulous trails for 
biking in and around the city! 

Here are five of the most popular trails to 
experience. Most of them are under 20 kilometres, 
round trip, so ideal for families and anyone else! 

I The Chain of Lakes Trail 

This path starts at Joseph Howe Drive, around 
the Bulk Barn, and goes to the Coke plant. Some 
people use this ride as a commute. 

2 The BLT (Beechville Lakeside Timberlea) 

This trail carries on where the Chain of Lakes 
Trail ends. It’s veiy flat, well graded, and family- 
friendly. 


3 The Salt Marsh Trail 

This trail in Dartmouth starts at Bisset Lake 
Road and goes to Lawrencetown Beach, a popu¬ 
lar destination.

New vs. used 




Given the dizzying num¬ 
ber of types, makes and 
models of bicycles on the 
market, choosing one 
that’s right for you can 
be difficult. A little re¬ 
search, however, will 
soon hook you up with 
the perfect ride. 

“First of all, you have 
to figure out what kind 
of riding you’ll do,” says 
Janet O’Connell, execu¬ 
tive director of the Bicy¬ 
cle Trade Association of 
Canada. 

“On-road or off-road? 
Daily commuting or 
weekend rides on bike 
paths?” 

While there are three 
general categories of bi¬ 
cycle — road, mountain 
and cruiser — there are 
dozens more specialized 
sub-categories, such as 


racing, touring and 
downhill. Most bikes of¬ 
fer features and compo¬ 
nents from more than 
one category. To identify 
bikes suit your particular 
needs, work with a bike 
dealer. 

“Comfort is crucial,” 
says Andrew Feenstra, 


co-owner of Cyclesmith 
in Halifax. 

Road bikes 

These are lightweight, 
feature skinny tires and 
an aerodynamic riding 
position that helps you 
ride fast on paved roads. 
On unpaved surfaces, 


► Buying used can be a great 
way to get a decent bike 
for an inexpensive price. 
But be sure to inspect the 
bike closely, or you could 
end up spending a lot on 
repairs. Many dealers and 
repair shops sell used bikes 
with limited warranties — 
a good compromise. Test- 
ride a bike for five or 10 
minutes to ensure it meets 
your needs. 

they are uncomfortable 
and hard to control. 

Mountain bikes 

These tend to be slower 
and heavier, and come 
with large, knobby-tread¬ 
ed tires and straight han¬ 
dlebars that put you in a 
more upright position. 

Cruisers 

These usually have wide 
tires and seats, upright 
handlebars and some¬ 
times just a single gear. 
They are designed for 
comfort, durability and 
easy maintenance.

Figure four 

Lie on your back with 
your legs extended. 
Cross your right ankle 
over your left knee. 
Thread your hands 
through your legs and 
grab behind left thigh - 
and pull the thigh gen¬ 
tly toward your chest. 
You should feel this 
stretch on the outside of 


the right leg. Switch 
sides and repeat. 

Standing quad stretch 

While focusing on keep¬ 
ing knees together, grab 
an ankle and pull your 
foot back gently so that 
it almost touches your 
rear end.

With legs shoulder- 
width apart, slide one 
foot forward about a foot 
and lean forward, keep¬ 
ing heels on the ground.

A little piece of paradise

Wayne Arlcelian was still in 
grade school when his fami¬ 
ly bought a rustic cottage 
on the shore of Lake Fletch¬ 
er in Fall River. 

It was the early 1970s 
and the area was cottage 
country — a potholed dirt 
road led to the property 
that included a well, septic 
tank and an ancient oil 
stove for heat and cooking. 
He spent his summers here, 
long lazy days of swim¬ 
ming, waterskiing off the 
wharf, tacking across the 
lake in a small centreboard 
sailboat. In winter, he and 
his brothers played hockey 


on the frozen surface of the 
lake until he lost all feeling 
in his fingers and toes. It 
was a little piece of para¬ 
dise, a retreat from the 
cares of daily life and best 
of all, it was just a 20- 
minute drive from the fam¬ 
ily’s city home in West End 
Halifax. 

“It became an extension 
of our home, it was so 
close,” Arlcelian recalls. “We 
didn’t have to drive two 
hours to the cottage like 
everybody else. It meant we 
could spend a lot more time 
there.” 

It was around 1980 when 
things began to change. 
Subdivisions began open¬ 
ing up all around Lake 
Fletcher and all along the 


Fall River Road to Windsor 
Junction. 

More neighbours started 
moving in. In the early ’80s, 
the old potholed road disap¬ 
peared under a fresh coat of 
asphalt, and in 1985 the 
Arlcelian family renovated 
their rustic cottage into a 
modern two-storey home, 
complete with a municipal 
sewage system. Fall River 
had become a modern com¬ 
munity with modern con¬ 
veniences. 

“We almost didn’t notice 
the change it happened so 
gradually,” says Arlcelian. 

The word had gotten out 
— the secret the Arlcelian 
family had always known 
had become common 
knowledge — Waverley Fall 


River, with its beauty and 
its convenient location — 
was one of the best places 
to live in the Halifax Re¬ 
gional Municipality. 

Not that Arlcelian minds 
sharing his little piece of 
paradise. Now the owner of 
a busy print shop in down¬ 
town Halifax, he still 
spends his summers at the 
old place on Lake Fletcher, 
sailing his boat through the 
finicky winds that play 
across the lake and playing 
golf at the two 18-hole 
courses that are less than 
10 minutes from his door. 
It’s just more convenient 
now. 

“The things I always 
loved about this area 
haven’t changed a bit.”

If one thing character¬ 
izes Waverley Fall River 
in the past 20 years, it is 
phenomenal growth. 
The area has seen the 
birth of a number of 
large upscale housing 
subdivisions, including 
Schwartzwald, Capil- 
lano, Fall River Village, 
Kinloch Estates and St. 


Andrews West. 

The growth spurt is 
not surprising, according 
to Dan Chisholm, a real 
estate agent who lives 
and works in Fall River. 

“There are a lot of 
things that make this 
area attractive to home- 
buyers,” he says. “Geo¬ 
graphically, we’re close 
to a 100-series highway 
and to the Halifax Inter¬ 
national Airport. We’ve 
got a low crime rate and 


a lot of lifestyle opportu¬ 
nities. And another thing 
that often gets over¬ 
looked is the fact that 
this area has a higher 
ambient temperature 
than the coast because 
we’re inland.” 

With some of the best 
resale values in the Hali¬ 
fax Regional Municipali¬ 
ty, Chisholm doesn’t 
expect the growth in Wa¬ 
verley Fall River to slow 
down anytime soon. He 


points to new develop¬ 
ments that are already 
starting to appear in the 
western part of the com¬ 
munity towards Welling¬ 


ton, Oalcfield and Grand 
Lake. “I think we’re go¬ 
ing to see steady growth 
here for at least the next 
seven to 10 years.” 



Gold rush 

Waverley was built on 
gold. While gold rush¬ 
es like the Klondike be¬ 
came legend, a quieter, 
longer gold rush was 
taking place in Nova 
Scotia. Between 1860 
and 1940, more than 
100,000 troy ounces of 
gold came from Nova 
Scotian mines, and 
about 7,500 ounces 
came from Waverley 
mines. Today, the com¬ 
munity holds Gold 
Rush Days, an annual 
festival that takes place 
in September.

Ron and Susan Nelson 
had big dreams when 
they bought an out-of- 
the-way inn on a Fall 
River crossroad in 1986.

Nelson says the secret

Tampa forces another Game 7

O Lightning’s Roloson improves to 7-0 
in elimination games in his career 


Martin St. Louis and Teddy 
Purcell each scored twice, 
resilient goalie Dwayne 
Roloson weathered a hat 
trick by Boston’s David 
Krejci, and the Tampa Bay 
Lightning stayed alive in 
the Eastern Conference fi¬ 
nals with a 5-4 win over 
the Boston Bruins in Game 
6 last night. 

Game 7 is tomorrow 
night in Boston (CBC, 9 
p.m.). The Bruins are seek¬ 
ing their first trip to the 
Stanley Cup finals in 21 
years, and the Lightning 
will try to clinch their first 
appearance on hockey’s 
biggest stage since they 
won their only NHL cham¬ 
pionship in 2004. 

The Western Confer¬ 
ence champion Vancouver 
Canucks await the winner 
in the finals. 

St. Louis also assisted 
on a third-period goal that 
put the Lightning up 4-2. 
His second goal — and 
NHL-leading 10th of the 
playoffs — restored Tampa 
Bay’s two-goal lead after 
Boston pulled within 4-3 
on one of two goals Krejci 
scored to keep the Bruins 
within striking distance in 
the closing minutes. 

Roloson, who didn’t 
play in Game 5, gave up a 
pair of first-period goals 
and finished with 16 
saves. 

Boston’s Tim Thomas 
gave up another early 
goal, then struggled after 
Krejci and Milan Lucic 
scored to give the Bruins a 
2-1 lead through one peri¬ 
od. 

The Lightning took con¬ 



trol when St. Louis, Pur¬ 
cell and Steve Stamkos 
scored power-play goals 
within a 12-minute span 
of the second and third pe¬ 
riods. 

The Lightning rallied 
from a 3-1 deficit to beat 
Pittsburgh in the first 
round, with their 41-year- 
old goalie shutting out the 
Penguins in Game 7 on 
the road. 

Tampa got off to a quick 
start as Purcell scored on 
the Lightning’s opening 
shot. 

Lucic countered for 
Boston less than seven 
minutes later with a wrist 
shot from the slot that got 
past Roloson.

Lakers turn 
to LeBron’s 
ex-coach 

The Los Angeles Lakers 
reached a deal in principle 
with former Cleveland 
coach Mike Brown yester¬ 
day to succeed Phil Jack- 
son, according to a person 
with knowledge of the dis¬ 
cussions. 

Brown will get a four- 
year deal worth roughly 
$18 million US, according 
to the person who spoke 
to The Associated Press on 
condition of anonymity 
because Brown hadn’t yet 
been formally hired. 

The Lakers released a 
statement later yesterday 
confirming the club hopes 
to make Brown the 22nd 
coach in franchise history.

“We’ve met with Mike 
and are very impressed 
with him,” said the state¬ 
ment from the Lakers’ 
public relations. “In addi¬ 
tion, we have an outline 
for an agreement in place 
and hope to sign a con¬ 
tract within the next few 
days.” 

With a strong interview 
last weekend, Brown be¬ 
came the top candidate 
for the daunting challenge 
of succeeding the 11-time 
NBA champion Jackson 
with one of the NBA’s 
iconic franchises. The Lak¬ 
ers’ 16 NBA titles trail only 


the Boston Celtics’ 17 in 
league history. 

Rather than promoting 
one of Jackson’s assistant 
coaches, the Lakers are 
changing course after an 
abrupt end to their two- 
year title reign. 

Kobe Bryant endorsed 
Jackson assistant Brian 
Shaw for the job, but Jim 
Buss — the Lakers’ execu¬ 
tive vice-president of play¬ 
er personnel and the son 
of owner Jerry Buss — be¬ 
came intrigued by Brown 
after the interview. 

A respected tactician 
with a strong pedigree, 
Brown has experience 
with big games and stars, 
even if he couldn’t get Le¬ 
Bron James a title. 

“Mike Brown is a great 
coach,” James said in Mia¬ 
mi. “I respect him. He defi¬ 
nitely helped me become 
who I am today.”

Coaches 
jump into 
NFL labour 
court battle 


NFL coaches are teaming 
up with the players in 
their legal fight to end the 
owner-imposed lockout. 

The NFL Coaches Associ¬ 
ation filed a brief with the 
8th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals yesterday express¬ 
ing support for the players 
and saying that the 
lockout is putting their 
jobs in jeopardy. 

“Owners and fans 
increasingly demand im¬ 
mediate success, and 
coaches whose teams can¬ 
not fulfil such severe 
expectations face likely 
dismissal, which means 
the uprooting of families, 
economic dislocation and 
a significantly less promis¬ 
ing career path,” lawyers 
for the NFLCA wrote. 

No individual coaches 
were identified in the 
brief, which said that the 
eight new coaches hired 
this year face particularly 
daunting odds of success if 
the lockout is not lifted 
soon. The NFL grants new 
coaches two extra summer 
minicamps to get players 
familiar with the new 
staff, and the elimination 
of those camps puts them 
at a competitive disadvan¬ 
tage heading into the sea¬ 
son. 

“To meet 
management’s 
expectations, coaches 
need adequate time in the 
off-season to prepare their 
players for the season 
ahead,” the filing said. 
“Each day lost in 
preparing for the season 
further diminishes coach¬ 
es’ opportunities to prove 
themselves and advance 
their career.” 

NFL spokesman Greg 
Aiello said the league was 
not surprised by the filing. 

“The Coaches 
Association offices with 
the Players Association in 
Washington,” Aiello wrote 
in an email to The Associ¬ 
ated Press. “So this comes 
as no surprise.” 

The 8th Circuit has set a 
June 3 hearing to hear ar¬ 
guments on whether the 
lockout is legal. A federal 
judge in St. Paul, Minn., 
initially ruled that the 
lockout was illegal, but 
the 8th Circuit put a stay 
on that ruling pending the 
appeal.
